Shipping companics here are complaining that slow work and 
high labour cost in the harbour area are driving away 
trans-shipment trade to Hongkong. 

‘ hey said that ships from the west coast of America and the Pacific with 
merchandise from Cambodia, Vietndm, Siam and Borneo preferred to 
discharge their cargoes in Hongkong now instead of Singapore.

Shippers here claim thot 
there {s an interruption of 
work between change of 
shifts, causing loss of time 
and monty to shipping com- 
panies, 

Loading and unloading was 
quicker in Hongkong than in 
Singapore, they said. .

No More Hard
